* APPOINTMENT OF MANAGING DIRECTORS. 


The report of the Peninsular “and 
Oriental Steam Navigation Company for 
‘the year ended September 30, states that 
after providing for the insurance claims,

THE FRENCH COLONIES. 


GOVERNMENT'S SCHEME FOR WIRELESS 
: : STATIONS. 


The French Government has tabled a 
expenditure of 
£808,000 for the organisation of a wireless 
ensure communication 
Letween the French Colonics and the 
Mother Country: It is proposed to ‘orect 
a wireless station. in the South of Franco 
for services with the East Africa, South 
America, and the Pacific. . The Eastern 
system will have stations at the following 
nlaces :-—Tunis, Djibuti, 
Cochin-China, and Madagascar. For the 
African ‘and South American service 
Stations are to be erected on_the West 
Coast of Morocco, at Colomb Bechar {to 
the South of Oran), Sencgal, Timbuctoo, 
Bangui (Equatorial Africa), and ia 
Martinique. The Pacifie service, which 
will be of special impprtance after the, 
opening of the Panama Canal, will link 
up the Eastern, African, and South 
Amorican systems. Its stations will. be 
erected, in ‘the .Marquesas Islands, . in 
Tahiti, and at Noumea, For commun: 
cation with North. America it is proposed 
that a station should be erected in the 
west of France. td 

~The eost for single stations is given as 
follows:—In Western France £60,000, in 
Southern France £72,000, in Tunis and 
Morocco, £52,000, at Colomb Bechar 
£35,600, in Senegal £39,200, at Bangui 
£65,200, at Djibuti_ £11,200, at Pondi- 
cherry £37,000, at Madagascar £39,200, 
Martinique £36,800, in’ the’ Marquesas 
£42,200, and Noumea £38,800. The other. 
two stations will .be erected at the cost 
of the’ Colonies concerned. £140,000 is 
reserved jor converting the scven pri- 
cipal stations as soon as the serviced -war- 
rants it into double stations capable of 
reeciving and transmitting messagos 
simultancously. 

These figures-have a specia) interest in. 
view.of the controversy concerning the 
Marconi contract. [t will be romembered 
that the French Government purchases its 
machines from the constructors and works 
‘them itself, leaving its experts free to 
improve upon them. 

The present .echeme
